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1 . Claims 1 -6 are presented for examination. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is more than 150 
words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 

all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Landis et al. 

5. Landis et al (5,588,148) taught the invention substantially as claimed 
including an information system coupled to an internetwork for use by at least 
one user, the information system comprising: 

a) a client component resident on a computer of the user (102,104); 

b) a server (108) coupled to the computer and the internetwork, the server 
collecting information corresponding to a user's profile for delivery to the client 
component from the internet sites and the server; and 

c) a database storage unit (1 10) coupled to the server, the electronic information 
collected by the server used to populate or store at least one archive or database 
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files or data sets stored in the database storage unit, the archive is associated 
with the user's profile (col 3, lines 52-67 and col 4, line 1 et seq.) 

6. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the networking art at 
the time of the invention that the claimed invention differed from the teachings of 
Landis et al only by a degree .e.g., the claimed wording of predetermined 
customized profile. But this is no more than a difference in a degree because 
every profile is updated from time to time and updating means customization of 
the profile. Other claimed elements are all obvious variations of the well known 
features of the database, synchronization, version management and updating art, 
e.g., updating various versions of the client and server files for synchronizing is 
well known in the art for a long time. Some of the patents listed in PTO form 892 
will verify this well known elements. Claims recite the server deleting electronic 
information that has been previously sent to the client and then sending the 
remaining information to the client in order to make a complete requested set in 
the client. This is an obvious variation of Landis et al determining which files 
constitute a complete data set, when a data set does not represent a complete 
data set, then the server determining whether to transmit a complete data set or 
some additional data to facilitate the information of a complete data set and 
sending the files accordingly (see col 4, lines 53-59.)
